Purpose without action is use- 
less. Action without purpose is 
senseless. Either of these without 
achievement is emptiness. But 
together— purpose, action, and 
achievement— give us progress. 

Tonight we are concerned with 
this end— product, progress, and 
its relationship to our Honoi Sys- 
tem. Here at Mary Washington 
the Honor System is in effective 
and cherished tradition. From 
each individual who agrees to live 
under its code, it demands a 
strong sense o* personal integrity. 
In return, the Honor System en- 
courages mutual trust and faith 
in human nature. 

Our Honor System is very ef- 
fective, but because of increased 
needs it is not as efficient as it 
must be. Currently the Honor 
Council is composed of the class 
presidents, who review and try 
those cases involvitv a breach of 
the Honor Code. Although these 
council members have done an : 
outstanding job in this capacity, 
their other great responsibilities , 
prevent them from having the 
necessary time to meet the grow- 
ing need for increased honor 
counselling. 1 leel that we could 
strengthen our Honor System by 
establishing a separate class of- 
fice for Honor Council representa- 
tives. This would mean that the 
class presidents would no longer 
have to serve on council. 

In addition to hearing cases, 
one of the major duties of the 
new class honor representatives 
would be the screening and se- 
lection ni applicants for honor 
counselling These honor instruc- 
tors are vitally important because 
! they are the first link between 
the freshmen and a meaningful 
honor sy-tcm. It is from them 
that the lreshmen receive their 



first impression of what our Hon- 
or Code really means. For this 
reason, the counsellor must be 
carefully selected according to 
her personal integrity and care- 
lully trained to convey to new- 
students her sincere devotion to 
our Honor Sy stem and to our col- 
lege. 

In addition to selecting the hon- 
or instructors, the Honor Council 
representatives would have the 
responsibility of planning and ex- 
ecuting an affective training pro- 
gram for the new honor counsel- 
lors and later for the incoming 
freshmen. 

This plan ol electing deal Hon- 
or Council members would have 
to be approved by you. the stu- 
dent body, and directed through 
the proper college officials- helore 
it could become eflective. Accord- 
ingly, the election could not he en- 
acted until next spring. This is 
not to say that our chances of es- 
tablishing this new council aie 
dim. We have a concrete purpose 
and a clear course of action: our 
goal can be achieved 

There is much we can do in the 
next four months to strengthen 
our Honor System. Meetings with 1 
the faculty are needed immediate- 
ly to confirm the bond of trust 
between the student and the ad- 
ministration.
